RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

A Train Thrown trom the Track on the 

Shertline — The Conductor Killed 

and Another Man Wounded. 

Yesterday afternoon about six o'clock a ballast 
train, containing fourteen small four-wheeled 
dumping cars, was thrown from the track at 
Glencoe Station, on the Short-line railroad, by 
which the conductor was killed and a laborer 
bed one of his legs crushed. It seems that No. 
3% ballast train, in charge of Captain J. N. Stough 
ton, anticipated express train No. 8, fromCin- 
cinnati, in consequence of which it took ‘the 
switch to let No. 8 p@ss. While backing up the 
switch, the rear car struck a stick of cord-wood 
lying across the track, and in less time than it 
takes to chronicle it the whole train was piled 
upinaheap. It is said that a few moments pre- 
vious to the accident a wagon loaded with cord- 
wood crossed the track, and that the stick fell 
from it across the track. Captain Stoughton 
one of the best conductors in the employ of the 
company, who was attending assiduously to his 
duties at the time, was crushed to death, and 
when taken from the debris was fownd to be 
fearfully mangled. A laborer, named either 
Kelly or Donovan, had his left leg crushed be- 
tween the knee and thigh. 

The remains of Capt. Stoughton were brought 
on No.8 to Spartafstation, where his wife re- 
sided; but it is thought they will be buried at 
Frankfort, as his mother lives there, and he has 
other relatives buried in the Frankfort Ceme- 
tery. The death of Capt. Stoughton cast a gloom 
over the countenances of the employes of the 
company last night as the terrible news was told 
them, for the deceased was very popular with 
teem all.

Probability that ng ato F 
Will be Raised Here 
for the Sufferers. 


FACTS FROM THE FIRE. 


A day did not lessen the interést and sympathy 
feit by the people of Louisville for the sufferers 
by the great Chicago conflagration. The work of 
relief went bravely on yesterday, and the inter- 
est with which the people engaged in it seems to 
freshen our faith in the goodness of humanity. 
All day long the different committees worked in 
their several spheres, and everywhere met with 
ready responses, Altogether there has been 
something over $65,000 raised by private sub- 
scription, and this, added to the $50,000 voted by 
the General Council, makes $115,000 in cash that 
Lovisville bas raised in two days, besides nearly, 
or perbaps more than, $50,000 worth of provisions 
and clothing. Several more car-loads were sent 
off yesterday, and much is yet to follow. 

Mayor Baxter, with Col. Jilson P. Johnson and 
Geo. C. Buchanan, Esq., of the Exeoutive Relief 
Committee, with a number of citizens, left for 
Chicago at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon to su- 
perintend the distribution of the Louisville sup- 
plies. As soon as they have ascertained they 
will telegraph what is most needed, when the 
fund contributed by the citizens will be appro- 
priated. It is probable that they will arrive in 
Chicago early this morning and may send word 
back to-day.

Statement of Capt. Levi, 

Captain George Levi, Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, returne to Louisville last 
night, from the great Chicago conflagration. He 
says that it is impossible to form, from descrip- 
tion, a correct notion of a fire which, in less than 
twenty hours, destroyed the greater portion of 
suchacity. The blaze, he says, traveled faster 
than a man could run, and sometimes leaped, in 
onesecond, through two wholesqua es. Nothing 
was left standing except avery few walls and 
chimneys. for a distance of seven miles in one 
direction and three miles in another. 

The smoke, which is still rising in great clouds, 
can be seep thirty miles from the city. The 
streets were paved with Nicolson pavement 
whieh was all burned to ashes. The walis, heated 
and crumbling, set the pavement on fire, and 
when it caught the flames looked like an extended 
sea that has no limits. 

Three of the Chicago engines were overtaken 
by the desolating flend and ruined. 

The ruins extend over 4,200 acres of ground 
embrace 15,000 house, some of them the finest in 
the city, and have reduced to wretchedness and 
want more than a hundred thousand people, 

The jail was burned and the prisoners turned 
loose upon the city. They immediately went to 
pillaging, murdering, and burning. Many of 
them were caught in the act of applying the 
torch, and were immediately dispatched, either 
by hanging or shooting. 

A lady was walking down the street wearing a 
fine watch and chain. A ruffian saw her coming, 
planted himself at the corner, and seized the 
watcheas she passed. He darted through an 
alley and was seen no more, Such characters 
are ail over the inhabitable portions of the city 
and among the refugees camped out in the sub- 
urbs of the town, are coming in upon every train, 
and are making the place hideous with thefta, 
robberies, and murders. Several bundred were 
released from the jail 

When Captain Levi arrived there the maia fire 
was over, but immense coal pita were still burn- 
ing, and on thesg.the Louisville engines began to 
throw water. 

A very emall paper about eight inches square, 
a resurrected part Of the press sof Chicago, is 
now being issued daily from an old log hut. 

Dead bodies are being picked up all over the 
city. Fome are burned pretty badly, while 
Others seem to have been smothered to death. 
Many of them cannot be identified, and their ex- 
act fate will never be known. 

The dangers may not all he over. A fresh fire 
could break out at any time and destroy the rest 
of the houses, The various fire departments are 
stili there, throwing water upon the embers. 

Notwithstanding the great amount of human 
suffering, there are two classes of men who must 
have realized a handsome profit from the confla- 
gration. The thieves, of course, found an abun- 
dant barvest. and improved every moment of 
time. Though detected in their rascality, very 
few could be punished, but those few were dealt 
with severely. Hackmen, draymen andthe dri- 
vers of all vehicles also found it @ paying time. 
The hauling of one load would cost $150, or the 
vehicle itself would bring $900 an hour. The 
drivers got so independent that they woald en- 
tertain no proposition for a job unless the money 
was first placed in their hands. 

But the panic is all over now, although the 
danger is not. The work of rebuilding the city 
has commenced, and cenfidence and quiet will 
be restored ip a short time.
